"Serene,  indifferent  of  Fate 
Thou  sitt'st  beside  the  Western  Gate." 

The  great  metropolis  of  the  West  by  the  famous 
Golden  Gate  was  a  sleepy  Spanish  pueblo  gathered 
around  the  Mission  Dolores  which  Padre  Paloa 
founded  in  1776.

A  wide  corridor  surrounds  it,  separ- 
ated from  it  by  huge  columns  of  ex- 
quisite Italian  marble.  On  the  north 
side  is  the  men's  grill,  a  great  room 
with  arching  ceiling  of  strictly  Gothic 
style.  On  the  south  side  is  the  main 
restaurant,  brilliant  with  daylight 
from  the  leaded  glass  skylight,  per- 
fectly ventilated  and  decorated  in  soft 
tones  of  gray  and  gold.  On  the  south 
of  this  lies  another  dining  apartment, 
known  as  the  banquet  room.

three  dining  places  are  connected  di- 
rectly with  the  kitchen,  which  are  all 
on  the  same  floor  and  within  very 
short  distances  from  these  rooms.

The  ballroom,  a  study  in  soft 
golden  tones,  is  situated  in  the 
southwest  corner  of  the  building 
on  the  main  floor.
